“ Germany wa s strippeil ot e \e r \ 
thing under the treaty of Versailles, 
Mr. Marlatt said, "and the people 
are being ground down until the\ 
can not much longer endure it.

older people are dying from sta rva ­ 
tion and the children are undernour­ 
ished and have no cha nce for de- 
velopment. 
It 
is said that eighty- 
five per cent of the children m Ber­ 
lin 
have tuberculosis. 
They ca rry 
their school books strapped on their 
backs, 
and a s 
they 
plodded 
to 
school, some of them looked a s it 
they could 
sca rcely 
walk. 
They 
were thin and emaciated, a nd when 
they smiled, which wa s seldom, their 
fa ces were gastly." 
Mr. Marlatt pointed out that with 
the rapid decline of the mark, Ger­ 
main* was reaching the sta ge where 
she could buy nothing, and tha t when 
the country could get no meat oi 
wheat ««r any raw materials, a re\olt 
of the people is inevitable.

GERMANY LIKELY 
TO TRY JMIETISM 


Earl Msrlatt, Back From Thirteen 
Months In Europe, Believes Coun- 


try Is Headed That Way 


FIVE MONTHS IN GERMANY 


Former Rushville'High School In- 


structor Expresses Views On 


European Conditions 


Earl Marlatt, former 
Rushville 


high school instructor just 
hack- 


from thirteen months in Europe, who 
is visiting here for a few days, as- 
serted today .that Germany is head- 
ed straight towards sovietisra unless 
the reparations question is settled 
and France withdraws 
from 
the 


Ruhr. 


Mr. Marlatt had a traveling scho- 


larship 
from 
Boston 
university 


and spent five months of the time he 
was abroad in Germany. He was in 
Berlin eight weeks, and the remaind- 
er of the time traveled all over the 
country. 


"Germany was stripped of evpry- 


thinn- .under the treaty of Versailles,. 
Mr. "Marlatt said, "and the people 
are being ground down until they 
can not much longer endure it. The 
older people are dying from starva: 
tion and the children are undernour- 
ished and have no chance for de- 
velopment. It is said that eighty- 
ft've per cent of the children m Ber- 
lin have tuberculosis. 
They carry 


their school books strapped on their 
backs, and as 
they 
plodded to 


school, some of them looked as if 
they could scarcely 
walk. 
They 


were thin and emaciated, and when 
they smiled, which was seldom, their 
faces were gastly." 


Mr. Marlatt pointed out that wun 


the rapid dec-line of the mark, Ger- 
many was reaching the stage where 
she could buy nothing, and that when 
the country could get no meat or 
wheat or any raw materials, a revolt 
r*hv people is inevitable. 


Mr. Marlatt asserted that France 


was dominating Europe and 
that 


she was fast accumulating a vast 
reserve of airplanes, realizing that, 
the next war would be fought in the 
air. 


He expressed the view that the 


trouble growing 
out 
of the war 


would never be righted' until the 
European nations show a concilia- 
tory attitude, none of which has 
done so, he declared, with the ex- 
ception of Great Britain. 


Mr. Marlatt. believes, after 
ob- 


serving the conditions in Europe, 
that none of the panaceas so far ad- 
vanced will cure the ills that de- 
veloped from the war. He said it 
was his opinion that the world court 
proposed 
by 
President Hording, 


would 
accomplish 
little 
.because 


there would be no way to enforce 
the decrees of the court. 


He gave it as his opinion that the 


league of nations would have been 
the best implement if it had not been 
based on the treaty of 
Versailles, 


which settled nothing. 


"Cancellation of the 
debts 
of 


European nations 
by the 
United 


States would offer no solution," he 
continued, "because the countries of 
Europe would not use the money to 
rebuild the devastated regions or to 
bolster up 
their 
industries, but 


would finance the next war with it. 


'•The people of Europe have no 


use for us, except that they like our * 
money and would use it, if they 
could get it, to fight out their age- 
old quarrels," he declared. 


Mr. Marlatt expressed the view 


that sovietism is in Russia to stay. 
He said he believed that it would 
be modified from time to time, as 
leaders of the communistic govern- 
ment have already brought to real- 
ize that they can not operate with- 
out eapital.
